WASHINGTON, Aug. 20 (®—The 
Senate by a 69-0 roll call vote to- 
day approved a protocol ratifying 
U.S. participation in an_interna- 
tional agreement to control the 
production of opium. 

The measure won its unanimous 
approval after only a few minutes’ 
explanation by Sen. George (D- 
Ga), its floor manager. 

Prior international agreements 
have been aimed at controlling the 
distribution of opium, but did not 
seek to limit its production. The 
Foreign Relations Committee, in a 
report to the Senate, hailed the 
new agreement as a forward stride 
because ‘‘so long as there is an 
excessive supply of opium avail- 
able a considerable part of it will 
gravitate into illegal channels.”

Georgia Has a Reason 


To Be Proud of Florida 


Most Georgians point with pride to 
the remarkable growth of the state of 


Florida, which is outpacing the rest of 
‘the South in population and in many other 
activities. The City of Miami, for instance, 
is experiencing phenomenal progress and 
the whole state is booming, too. 

Since the 1950 census Florida has 
gained 582,000 in population, an increase 
of 21 per cent.

For 
after all, Florida—like California—may be 
just a passing fancy. Both of them by 
rights belong to the original State of 
Georgia.

The cash income from Georgia's forest 
products has been estimated at $600,000,- 
000 annually. Big as this figure is, the 
limit is yet to be reached, 

To make pinelands more productive 
the Georgia Forestry Commission, the 
Southeastern Forestry Experiment Sta- 
tion, the University of Georgia and the 
Georgia Forest Research Council will poo! 
their resources and some funds. They will 
do research on how to raise more and 
better pines to the acre. 

The art of growing pines is relatively 
casual compared with the production of 
other cash crops such as cotton. However, 
there’s no reason why genetics should not 
be applied to pines as well as other grow- 
ing things. Georgia now has a 100-bushel- 
to-the-acre corn club due to improved 
strains. M. W. H. Collins has done a won- 
derful job in breeding up cotton at Car- 
tersville and plain old Bermuda has been 
hybridized to the point where it is almost 
an exotic. 

Pines, too? Why not?

Mules come in all sizes, shapes

You 
mix these two more or less alien 
bloods and you can have anything 
from a 500-pound mountain pack 
mule up to the 1,600 - pound 
“‘wheel’’ mules I used to see on 
dirt moving jobs like levee build- 
ing. You can have them four feet 
high at the withers or six feet 
high, depending on their parent- 
age and how the strange blood 
mixture turns out, 

They say that a mule has no 
“pride of ancestry, and no hope 
of posterity.’’ I don’t know about 
the “‘hope’’ of posterity, but it is 
certainly true that they never 
have any. I've asked why mules 
do not reproduce and I've been 
told very wisely that it is because 
they are “‘hybrids.’’ That explains 
nothing to me. 

Almost always work mules ran 
loose in the barn lot and were not 
tied up at all. They did not have 
stalls as horses commonly had in 
the north, Usually hay was fed in 
racks in the sheds of the barn, 
and the corn fed in troughs out in 
the lot, and most often the mule 
lot was a big one. There are sev- 
eral reasons for handling them 
that way. A mule likes to eat a 
bit of corn, and move over and 
eat a bit of hay, then go to the 
water trough and drink a little 
water. Perhaps he'll make the 
rounds a dozen times before he 
calls it a meal, He thinks this 
deliberation in his eating .and 


drinking is good for his digestion 
and I guess it is. 

There is a tradition, I believe, 
that mules are all pretty much 
alike, that their heels are eager 
and deadly, and that they are ‘‘as 
stubborn as a mule.’ In justice to 
the hundreds of mules that I've 
worked with, I must: say that no 
mule has ever Kicked me except in 
a friendly, companionable way. 

As for being stubborn, that de- 
pends on what you mean by that 
word. Most mules don’t like to go 
where they ought not to go, and 
will argue the matter. Often it 
has turned out that I was wrong 
and the mule was right. 

Mules are not just mules. Each 
is an individual, and has charac- 
ter and personality of his own. 
Some are great minded and some 
petty and small minded, like peo- 
ple. Probably I have utterly for- 
gotten 99 out of 100 people whom 
I've known. Not so with the mules. 
I believe I could recall 100 mules 
to my mind, remember _ their 
names, and if I were an artist, 
paint their pictures not only to 
bring out their lines and colors, 
but to bring out their several and 
highly diverse personalities, 

Katie was far and away the fin- 
est, smartest, handsomest, most 
scornful mule I ever owned. She 
was an aristocrat in the correct 
sense of the word. She was smart- 
er than I was and had  Obetter 
breeding, and she knew it. If she 
finally gave me her respect, that 
was all. She gave her affection 
neither to me nor to any other 
mule, except to her gentle work 
mate who was named Liz. She 
merely tolerated the rest of us. 
We were not in her class.

Dixie Needs More 


Industrial Research 


‘This situation of engineering research in ene 
gineering schools in the South is crying to high 


heaven for attention and organized effort.’’ 

These words by a Southern industrialist in the current issue of 
the Journal of Southern Research, publication of the Southern Asso- 
ciation of Science and Industry, are taken from a text which makes 
comparisons between industrial income and agricultural income and 
between funds spent for industrial research and funds spent for agri- 


cultural research. 

The author, M. Earl Heard, vice 
president and director of research 
of West Point Manufacturing Com- 
pany, says agricultural and indus- 
trial research, compared, are 
“operating on a one-horse and one- 
rabbit basis.”’ 

The writer is careful to explain 
that he is not advocating any re- 
duction in agricultural research. 
His thesis is merely that in view 
c{ the tremendous increase and 
importance in industrial income in 
Dixie more state funds should be 
expended on industrial research. 
He has some interesting figures in 
support of his position. 

Georgia farm income in 1952 
aimounted to $652,000.000. The same 
year the state's industrial income 
was $3,173,000,000. Mr. Heard then 
points out that $340,000 in state 
funds was allocated to agricultural 
research in 1952, whereas only 
$85,000 was devoted by the state 
to industrial, or engineering, re- 
search, 

Mr. Heard notes that business 
by its very nature endeavors to 
look after its own interests, re- 
search and otherwise, a_ situation 
unobtainable in the field of agri- 
culture because of the great di- 
versity in farms, farmers, and 
their problems. 

He continues as follows: 

“The primary purpose of any 
educational institution is basically 
that of training students. However, 
to train students we must con- 


Sstantly improve the faculty and the 
facilities and by encouraging and 
supporting research in our ene 
gineering schools we _ strengthen 
tne entire program.” 

The writer notes that the South 
has some of the outstanding agri- 
cultural research facilities in the 
entire world and that they are 
coing a wonderful job. “On the 
other hand,”’ he continues, “if you 
start looking for really strong en- 
gineering schools in the South or 
if you attempted to name the top 
engineering schools in the country 
the South might have one or two 
in the group.’ 

This brings us—departing for the 
moment from Mr. Heard's are 
ticle—to Georgia Tech. Its En- 
gineering Experiment Station 1s 
shown by 1953-54 figures to be en- 
gaged in $1,721,000 in research, 
$59,000: of this from state sources 
2nd the rest from industrial con- 
tracts. Tech, by the way, points 
to a blending of industrial and 
agricultural research. 

An example is the cooperative 
efforts of Tech and agricultural 
scientists in developing peanut 
crop machinery. Since this collab- 
oration, several other engineecring- 
agriculture research porjects have 
been started. 

Certainly there is room for col- 
laboration, and, equally certain, 
there is room for devotion of more 
funds to industrial research in the 
new industrial South.
